of the Upland Sewing Center, 
‘“*Women often will buy a machine 
because it SewWwS a particular 
stitch, or they’ve read that itcan 
be used to reinforce button holes, 
They forget that all types of ma- 
terial might not be usable on the 
machine, When they get it home 
they’re not satisfied with ir,’ 

Benquaist said most women to- 
day want a freearm machine, 
“‘They want to be able to sew the 
popular new stretch fabrics on 
it,’ he said, ““Too frequently 
though, a woman will buy a ma- 
chine just because it has stretch 
stitches, She ought to be more 
concerned with the machine’s 
general ‘sewability.’ 

“a good test for a woman to run 
if she wants a machine that can 
sew on both knit and gentle fab- 
rics,’’ Benquaist continued, “‘is 
to take an old much-washed sli; 
and run in through the machine, 
lf the machine accepts the worn 
slip, the woman knows she’s get- 
ting a machine she can depend 
upon for general use,”’ 

Benquaist said thecostolanew 
sewing machine can runfrom $50 
to $400, ‘‘If you find a new ma- 
chine that’s priced at below $50,” 
he said, “‘it's a good idea to buy 


&@ good used machine, A good new 
machine generally costs more 
than $200, 

Benquaist supports the idea 
that sewing one’s own Clothes can 
save money, ‘Of course there’s 
the time factor involved,”” he 
Said. ““You have to buy, cut and 
fit the material before you final- 
ly sew it, All this takes time,” 

However, Benquaist estimated 
that a comperent seamstress can 
Save 40 to 60 percent, total cost, 
by making her own lingerie, and 
30 to #0 percent on regular 
clothes, ‘Once a woman's come 
pleted an outfit,”’ he said, “‘she 
not only has saved herself money, 
she has the satisfaction of Know- 
ing she’s created something on 
her own, And she has clothes that 
are made the way she wants them 
made, 

“If a woman really wants to 
learn to sew,"’ Benquaist con- 
tinued, ‘“‘she ought to enroll in 
an adult class at acollege or high 
school, | know Chaffey College
